Earthquake 
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MacArthur 


Tragic testimony that this earth 


ot our is a live thing is given by 
those who escaped from the intcri- 
' or of Ecuador when an earthquake 


claimed thousands of lives there 
this week. 


One account says the earth open- 
ed up a crack a mile wide and a 
village of 600 souls plunged 1,500 
feet down to death. 


Other accounts mention an ac- 


tive volcano — reminding us that 
earth's interior is still partly liquid, 
and on fire. Perhaps our ancestors 
were thc wisest of men, after all; 
although they lived on thc appar- 
ently cool crust of the earth they 


' knew about thc molten center be- 


neath them —- and-, so they pro 
mulgatcd the theory that for err- 
ing mortals there is a factual hell 
close by. 
The encyclopedia reports an as- 


tonishing fact 
about our earth: 


There are 4,000 or more earth- 
quakes every year, most of them 
minor, of course — but science's 
detecting instruments show they 
arc distributed almost everywhere. 


Arkansans know that more than

f shook eastern Arkansas, near Bly- 


thcville, causing 
many

miles of Mississippi county to drop 
perceptibly — and this area came 
to be known, and still is, as "thc 
sunken lands of Arkansas.' 


Earthquakes are of two kinds: 


The volcanic, which was what oc- 
curred in Ecuador; and the tec- 
tonic, in which the surface is dis 
located by internal rock and earth 
movements along fault lines, an 
earth-shrinking process — and this, 
no doubt, explained the century- 
old phenomenon near Blythcvillc.

Slavs Denounced

Russia 
denounced 
the 
Yugoslav 


government today as 
an 
enemy 


of the Soviet Union and charged 
that Premier Marshal Tito's

This 
sweeping 
Soviet 
Attack, 


made public by the Moscow radio, 
was contained in a Russian note to 
Yugoslavia, 


The note stated that Tito's 
re- 


gime as early as April, 1947, had 
been willing to abandon its basic 
claims for Austrian territory 
as 


compensation for war losses, but 
wished to shift the responsibility 
for this decision to the Soviet gov- 
ernment.

potatoes, dairy products, eggs, cot- 
.on, and oilseeds. These products 
lave been bringing llelss than the 
so-called fair level largely because 
they are available in over-supply. 


Others — Meat animals in par- 


ticular—have been bringing much 
hope than parity and more 
than 
the general farm price level. They 
in the main, arc products which 
are still short of demand. 
The latest price survey showed, 


for example, that beef cattle were 
bringing prices 85 per cent above 
the parity standard, hogs 
38 per 


cent above and lambs 76 per cent 
above.

He previously haul- 
ed out ot Florida and now hauls 
Hope melons into Florida.

due to heavy production and due

Shipping 
melons 
this season 


have ranged as high as $1 
per 


hundred and as low as 50 cents. 
Quality of Hope melons 
is 
the 


best and means more money to 
truckers in distant markets. 
Perhaps the biggest problem this 


section has is truckers going 
on 


through to Texas, buying inferior 
melon much cheaper and calling 
them Hope melons. About mid- 
season the farm market here be- 
gan stamping all local melons—a 
procecduro that is expected to be 
continued in the future. 


As an example of this practice a 


truckload ot melons purchased in 
East Texas brings 
approximately 


$75 less than the same truckload 
of Hope melon would bring. 


This is due mainly to the taste 


of Hempstead melons which 
ap- 


parently cannot be duplicated and 
to the 
size—the largest 
in. the 
world, the
